Books in category one will, of course, be 
worth the most money. These books are norm- 
ally repurchased at 50% of the retail price up 
to the amount we will need for future sales. 
This percentage I might add, is standard at 
college bookstores throughout the country. 


Books of the second category are repurchased 
at varying prices, depending on the age of the 


The books in category three are books which 
must be yeirchased — if at all at a price 
that will take into account the fact that many 
of them will never be resold. A textbook is an 
article that usualiy cannot be ‘‘cleared’’ by 
reducing the price, because usually very few 
people are interested in an. old textbook (es- 
pecially an elementary one) unless it's re- 
quired. When the limited demand of this type 
is filled the balance must be discarded.

Most books acquired by a student during his 
college career have limited reference value. 
This is for two reasons. One is that most of 
the inforination that might be iater needed 
is scattered through many books, and is more 
readily available in other single volumes.

The ‘‘hot coals’’ thrown into the 
cold war recertly have aroused the 
American people to think. They are 
beginning to realize that their Novem- 
ber vote may decide the existence of 
the free world, or world’ period. 

New famn bills, aid to depressed 
areas, aid to education, civil rights, 
minimum wage, broadened unemploy- 
ment insurance and other social secur- 
ity coverage and benefits are now run- 
ning second string to the question of 
international peace.
